| essor nay withhold the entire anount of a | essee's security
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deposit until the |lessee conplies with this subsection. The

lessor is not liable to the |essee for any interest on any

portion of the | essee's security deposit wi thheld under this

subsecti on.

Sec. 1. Except as provided in Section 1.5, a |l essor of

residential real property, containing 5 or nore units, who
has received a security deposit froma |essee to secure the
paynment of rent or to conpensate for damage to the |[eased
property may not wthhold any part of that deposit as
conpensation for property danage unless he has, wthin 30
days of the date that the |essee vacated the prem ses,
furnished to the | essee, delivered in person or by mai
directed to his last known address, an item zed statenent of
t he damage all egedly caused to the prem ses and the estimated
or actual cost for repairing or replacing each item on that
statenent, attaching the paid receipts, or copies thereof,
for the repair or replacenent. If the I essor utilizes his or
her own | abor to repair any danage caused by the | essee, the
| essor may include the reasonable cost of his or her labor to
repair such damage. If estimated cost is given, the |[|essor
shall furnish the lessee wth paid receipts, or copies
thereof, wthin 30 days fromthe date the statenent show ng
estimated cost was furnished to the |essee, as required by
this Section. If no such statenment and receipts, or copies
thereof, are furnished to the |essee as required by this
Section, the lessor shall return the security deposit in ful
within 45 days of the date that the |essee vacated the
prem ses.

Upon a finding by a circuit court that a | essor has
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refused to supply the item zed statenent required by this
Section, or has supplied such statenent in bad faith, and has
failed or refused to return the anount of the security
deposit due within the tinme limts provided, the | essor shal
be Iiable for an amount equal to twice the anmount of the
security deposi t due, together with court <costs and
reasonabl e attorney's fees.

of a lessee's security deposit for the |lessee's failure to

return a key as provided in Section 10 of the Landl ord and

Tenant Act. If a lessor or lessor's transferee w thholds a

security deposit under this Section, then within 30 days

after the |lessee vacates the prenmses, the |essor or

transferee nust ogive the lessee witten notice that the

| essor or transferee is withholding the security deposit for

the lessee's failure to return a key or keys as required

under Section 10 of the Landl ord and Tenant Act. The | essor

or transferee may qgive the notice by personal delivery or by

mail directed to the | essee's | ast known address.

(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of this Act, a

lessor or lessor's transferee is not liable to a | essee for

any interest on any portion of the | essee's security deposit

if the |lessee fails to return a Kkey or keys to |eased

residential real property as required under Section 10 of the

Landl ord and Tenant Act.

(a) This Act shall regulate and determ ne legal rights,
remedies and obligations of the parties to any |ease of a
mobil e hone or nobile hone Ilot in a nobile honme park
containing five or nore nobile hones within this State. Any
| ease, witten or oral, shall be unenforceable insofar as any
provi sion thereof conflicts wth any provision of this Act.

Sec. 18. Security deposit; Interest.

(a) If the lease requires the tenant to provide any
deposit with the park owner for the termof the |ease, or any
part thereof, said deposit shall be considered a Security

Deposi t. Except as provided in Section 18.5, security

deposits shall be returned in full to the tenant, provided
that the tenant has paid all rent due in full for the term of
the | ease and has caused no actual damage to the prem ses.
The park owner shall furnish the tenant, within 15 days
after termnation or expiration of the |lease, an item zed
list of the damges incurred upon the prem ses and the
estimated cost for the repair of each item The tenant's
failure to object to the itemzed list within 15 days shal
constitute an agreenent upon the anount of damages specified
t herei n. The park owner's failure to furnish such item zed
list of damages shall constitute an agreenent that no damages
have been incurred wupon the prem ses and the entire security
deposit shall becone i medi ately due and owi ng to the tenant.

The tenant's failure to furnish the park owner a
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f orwar di ng addr ess shal | excuse the park owner from
furnishing the list required by this Section.

(b) A park owner of any park regularly containing 25 or
nmore nobile hones shall pay interest to the tenant, on any
deposit held by the park owner, conputed fromthe date of the
deposit at a rate equal to the interest paid by the |argest
commerci al bank, as nmeasured by total assets, having its main
banking premses in this State on m ni nrum deposit passbook
savi ngs accounts as of Decenber 31 of the preceding year on
any such deposit held by the park owner for nore than 6
nmont hs. However, in the event that any portion of the anount
deposited is wutilized during the period for which it is
deposited in order to conpensate the owner for non-paynent of
rent or to make a good faith rei nbursenent to the owner for
damage caused by the tenant, the principal on which the
i nterest accrues may be reconputed to reflect the reduction
for the period comencing on the first day of the cal endar

month followng the reduction. Notw thstanding any other

provision of this Section, a park owner is not liable to a

tenant for any interest on any portion of the tenant's

security deposit if the tenant fails to return a key or Kkeys

to a nobile hone as required under Section 10 of the Landl ord

and Tenant Act.

The park owner shall, within 30 days after the end of
each 12-nonth period, pay to the tenant any interest owed
under this Section in cash, provided, however, that the
anount owed nmay be applied to rent due if the owner and
t enant agree thereto.

A park owner who willfully fails or refuses to pay the
interest required by this Act shall, upon a finding by a
circuit court that he willfully failed or refused to pay, be
liable for an amunt equal to the anount of the security
deposit, together wth court costs and a reasonabl e

attorney's fee.

Not wi t hst andi ng any other provision of this Act, a park owner

may withhold the entire anpunt of a tenant's security deposit

for the tenant's failure to return a key as provided in

Section 10 of the Landlord and Tenant Act. If a park owner

w thholds a security deposit under this Section, then wthin

15 days after the tenant vacates the prenises, the park owner

must qgive the tenant witten notice that the park owner is

wi thhol ding the security deposit for the tenant's failure to

return a Kkey or keys as required under Section 10 of the

Landl ord and Tenant Act. The park owner nmay give the notice

by personal delivery or by mail directed to the tenant's | ast

known addr ess.
